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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The office action of 02/19/2010 had withdrawn in the 35 USC 112 rejection of claims 1, 28 and 55 that was 
based on "unpleasant mouthfeel" and had provided an interpretation that the unpleasant mouthfeel is being interpretted as any unpleasant 
mounthfeel attributable to any of the recited botanicals and combinations thereof. However, applicant has now amended the claims to 
recite specific characteristics to the unpleasant mouthfeel; i.e. "an unpleaant mouthfeel in the form a tingling sensation orastringency 
characteristic of said group of botanicals", which raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 16-18 of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that the unpleasant mouthfeel associated with cocoa powder of Carpenter is "physical based owing to the abrasive nature of the 
particles of cocoa powder" (see page 16, last para, lines 2-3). This argument is not persuasive. Carpenter is not being relied upon to teach 
the specific botanical that is claimed - that limitation is addressed in view of Raymont, which teaches Echinacea. 1 . Further, in response to 
applicant's above arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
